Because of atmospheric conditions, a satellite may 
give the appearance of blinking or flashing as it 
passes overhead in much the same way that a star may 
twinkle.

6. At 1600 on 21 August 1964, an extensive search of the area was 
completed by the investigating officer. With the exception of the 
impressions noted in this report, no further evidence of unusual 
activity was discovered. Due to the presence of numerous sightseers 
and the antics of the two horses pastured in the area, the impressions 
were somewhat disturbed by the time the investigating officer arrived 
on the scene. 


7. The exact location of the reported activity is 47 O7N, 119 16. 5W. 
This places the 2rea in question within walking distance of the shore- 
line of Moses Lake. 


3. Results of this investigation would indicate that persons unknown 
are perpetrating а hoax. inis conclusion is based on the fact that any 
or the dépreseiona in the arez can readily be duplicated by someone 
wearing э a size ten to t velve shoe. The "tripod” effect can be obtained 
ру standing on the ball of the shoe апа rotating in a manner that would 
cause the heel of the shoe to dig into the soft soil. The "footprints" 
dernressions can be duplicated by moving the shoe in a back and forth 
motion. The "Crater" depression can be duplicated by rotating a two 
foot piece of wood. АП of these methods were demonstrated on the 
scene and identical depressions were achieved. The "alarm clock 
ringing"sound heard by Mrs. @ ЩЩ can readily be explained as coming 
irom the numerous motorboats that travel the lake at all hours of the 
day and night. 


Based on the investigation conducted, it is the opinion of this‏ ا 

oa quarters that nothing of significance to the Air Force or to the 
sec urity of the United States was involved in the activity reported to 
this installation on 21 August 1964.

This anew ітоугз MB Hue p very well and vouches 
for his intezrity and his being a level-headed boy.

Fall Sightings in 
Massachusetts 


APRO Member Raymond E. Fowler of 
Wenham, Mass. carried out a careful in- 
vestigation of sightings of strange aerial 
objects during the fall of 1964, the results 
of which were forwarded to APRO. We 
present here the condensed findings. In 
some instances names of witnesses are 
omitted by request. 


At 9:30 p. m. EDT, at Littleton, Mass. 
two teen-aged boys, James Gates and 
John Tibeault and a twelve-year-old boy 
Norman G. Sheldrick, sighted a strange 
aerial object over the Common and gave 
chase in the car in which they were rid- 
ing. After losing sight of it several times 
they came upon it again at Porter Field, 


scribed it as silver gray, apparently solid 
with an estimated length of 75-125 feet. 
It was oval shape with a rim around 
the bottom. It carried three pulsating | 
lights similar in intesity to that of ап. 
automobile's taillights a block distant. 
There was а red light on each end and. 
a white one on top in the middle. It 
made a "soft roaring sound" similar to 
that of a jet but not quite as loud. 

The boys noted that the object was 
hovering with a “fluttering motion" about 
500-1000 feet away from them. When 
they started to walk toward it the lights 
went out and it sped away, disappearing 
over the tree tops. 

A fourth witness was later located. 
John Marransino, 14, was in his bedroom 
when he heard an automobile horn and 
went to the window, which overlooks 
Porter Field. He saw the three lights and 
the outline of the object hovering over 
the field. He watched it for about a 
minute after which it moved away at 
high speed. The next day, Gates, Ti- 
beault and Sheldrick told him a UFO had 
gone right over his house and asked if 
he had seen it. He told them he had. 

Marranzino's description tallies with 
that of the first three witnesses. He did 
not recall if the lights pulsated, but esti-

mated the object's altitude as about 200 
feet. 

Mr. Fowler, after carefully crosscheck- 
ing his witnesses, decided the sighting 
was genuine. 

Another sighting on the same night 
(August 29th) came to light after the 
investigation of the Littleton sighting, 
which Fowler also investigated: 

At 10:30 p. m. EDT, Richard Pratt, 17, 
of Lynn, Mass., had just gotten out of his 
car and was about to enter his home 
when he heard a strange high-pitched 
whistle or whining sound coming from 
the top of Lenox Hill in back of his house. 
He looked up the hill and became fright- 
ened as he watched a silver oval-shaped 


outside of Littleton. The boys later de. Object about the “size of a regular auto- 


mobile", slowly descending onto the hill 
top about 300 yards away. It appeared 
to have a rim of soft white light around 
its perimeter and a dome-like protrusion 
in the center. It hovered momentarily, 
seemingly about four feet above the hill 
top and then apparently landed out of 
sight behind the shrubbery. 

Richard told Mr. Fowler that he went 
into the house and told no one. He did 
not go to investigate because he was 
afraid. He confided his experience to a 
friend who in turn told the story to Rich- 
ard Fowler, brother of Raymond Fowler, 
and thus the sighting came to our atten- 
tion. 

During the course of his investigation, 
Mr. Fowler contacted personnel at the 
Lennox Hill Nursing Home, which is lo- 
cated on the opposite side of the hill from 
Pratt's home, and is 1000 feet from the 
estimated landing site of the UFO. He 
found a nurse who was on duty on the 
night in question, and although she could 


not remember the exact time, recalled 


that sometime after 9 p. m. she remem- 
bered distinctly hearing a “high-pitched 
whistling sound" on that night. She did 


not investigate as she was very busy and |

thought it was just another new type of | 


fire whistle. 

Another nurse recalled seeing two boys 
on the top of the hill searching for some- 
thing. Fowler reports this was most like- 
ly Richard Pratt and his friend who went 
to the site later to search for some sign 
of the landing. 

Fowler points out that an Electrical 
Power Station is located behind the Len- 
nox Hill nursing home. A similar sight- 
ing of a similar UFO in the general area 
of Lynn, Mass. on June 15, 1964 was made 
by APRO member Walter Webb of Cam- 
bridge. Sketches of Walter's observation 
were shown to Richard Pratt and he said 
it looked almost identical to the one he 


had seen.

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Saturn Now Prominent 
Deneb, directly overhead, is one of four bright stars 


visible this month, and the planets Jupiter, Mars, Venus and 
Mercury will shine in the late night sky. 


By JAMES STOKLEY 


» THE PLANET SATURN is now shin- 
ing brightly in the southern evening sky. 

Its position, in the constellation of Aqua- 
rius, the water carrier, is shown on the 
accompanying maps. These picture the skies 
as they look about 11:00 p.m. your own 
kind of daylight saving time, on the first 
of September, an hour earlier in the middle 
of the month, and two hours earlier at 
the end. 5 

Four bright stars, of the astronomer's 
first magnitude, are shown. Two other first 
magnitude stars are now so low that they 
are dimmed considerably by atmospheric 
absorption. The most prominent of all is 
Vega, high in the west in the constellation 
of Lvra, the lyre, part of which is shown on 
each of the maps. Vega itself is on the map 
of the northern sky. | 

Directly overhead, just to the east of 
Lyra, is Cygnus, the swan, with brilliant 
Deneb. This constellation is also divided 
on the maps, with Deneb shown in the 
northern skv. To the southwest of Cygnus 
stands Aquila, the eagle, with another nrst 
magnitude star, Altair, 

Low in the south, under Aquarius where 
Saturn now stands, you will And Fomal- 
haut io Piscis Austrinus, the southern fish.

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This is one of the first magnitude stars 
now visible that is dimmed because it is 
so low. It is now nearly as high as it ever 
climbs into our sky. 

Near the western horizon, a.little to the 
north, stands Arcturus, in Bootes, the herds- 
man, dimmed because it stands so close to 
the horizon. Visible in the low northeast 
is Capella in Auriga, the charioteer. 


Later, during September nights, the other ` 


planets will come into view. By midnight 
Jupiter will be shining brightly toward the 
east, in Taurus, the bull. It is about 15 
times as bright as Saturn, so you will have 
no difficulty locating it. A little later Mars 
rises, in Cancer, the crab. 

Venus rises about an hour after Mars, 
or about three hours ahead of the sun. 
It is brightest of all—exceeding Jupiter more 
than four times. For about a week, around 
Sept. 18, Mercury will be visible low in 
the east, just before sunrise. 

On Sept. 22, at 8:17 p.m., EDT, the sun 
will be at the amend equinox, the half- 
way point on its southward journey through 
the sky, begun on June 21. This equinox 
marks the beginning of autumn in the 
Northern Hemisphere, and of spring in 
countries south of the equator. 

As indicated in the Celestial Time Table 
at the end of this article, the full moon 
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that occurs on the night of Sept. 21 will 
be the "harvest moon." The peculiar fea. 
ture of the harvest moon is the small dif- 
ference between its time of rising one night 
and the next. At 40 degrees north, for 
example, it rises on the 21st 29 minutes 
later than on the 20th. On the 22nd it rises 
only 27 minutes later than on the 215, 

In contrast, the rising time at 40 degrees 
north for the full moon that occurred last 
March 27 was one hour and four minutes 
later than on the 26th. 4 

The reason for such differences is the 
changing angle with the horizon made by 
the ecliptic, the line through the sky along 
which the sun seems to move during the 
year. The moon and the planets also stay 
close to this line. Each day the moon moves 
about the same distance of some 13 degrees 
along this line toward the east. 

In March during the early evening, the 
ecliptic extends almost vertically from the 
eastern horizon, but in September its angle 
is much smaller, more nearly parallel to 
the horizon, The moon's daily motion to 
ward the east makes it rise later each night. 

Іп September, however, this movement, 
at such a low angle, takes it only a little 
farther below the horizon than it was the 
night before. Thus there is à minimum 
delay in rising from one night to the next. 
In March it rises nearly vertically, with the 
greatest delay from night to night. 

Since September 15 the time when farmers 
are harvesting their crops and may have to 
work at night to get them in, this series 
of moonlit nights makes it easier for them, 
and gives the “harvest moon” its name. 


Brightest Asteroids Visible 


Another feature of this year’s September 
evening skies is that they offer the chance 
of seeing the brightest of the socalled 
“minor planets,” or asteroids, These are 
members of a swarm of many thousands of 
small objects, the largest only a few hun- 
dred miles in diameter, moving in orbits 
between those of Mars and Jupiter. 

Most of them are visible only with large 
telescopes, although a few can be seen with 
small telescopes, or even with binoculars. 
lut one of them, named Vesta, has now 
reached sixth magnitude.

Refrigerated Clothing 
For Summers of Future 


> A DISCOVERY that will bring retrig. 
erated summer clothes closer to reality was 
reported by engineers at the National Heat 
lranster Conference in Cleveland, Ohio. 
Dr. lack B. Chaddock, professor of me- 
chanical engineering at Purdue University, 
lafayette, Ind. and Dr. D. C. Siegla, re 
search engineer with the Frigidaire division 
of General Motors Corporation in Dayton, 
Ohio, reported they have found a way to 
describe heat and cold distribution in 
thermoelectric cooling devices. Tnermoelec. 
мчс retrigerators cool by converting heat 
(гесту into electric current. 
Thermoelectric refrigeration. units show 
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more efficiency than conventional compres- 
sor refrigerators because they have no mov- 
ing parts. However, small thermoelectric 
cooling devices have never been developed 
to the point where they can be masspro- 
duced. 

With the new heat-cold distribution anal. 
ysis, one of the great stumbling blocks to 
mass producing vest-pocket thermoelectric 
refrigerators has vanished. The engineers 
said, however, that other problems must be 
solved before these refrigeration units can 
be made on a large scale. 

Dr. Chaddock, who is also associate direc- 
tor of engineering research at Purdue's 
Herrick Laboratories, said he envisions the 
mass production of desk drawer and glove 
compartment refrigerators, not to mention 
the last word in cool summer sport coats.

Some Bacteria Show 
Resistance to Antibiotics 


» WHY SOME BACTERIA resist antibi- 
otic drugs and others cannot was discussed 
at the worldwide meeting of biochemists in 
New York by Dr. T. J. Franklin of Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., London. 

The common intestinal bacterium, Esche- 
richia coli, for example, may become resist- 
ant to the tetracycline drugs, which are 
among the most widely used weapons 
igainst infection. Dr. Franklin and co- 
workers found that these drugs are unable 
to penetrate into the cells of stubbornly 
resistant strains of E. сой. 

Other drugs, such às penicillin and strept- 
omycin, are entirely different in. character, 
thus showing how versatile bacteria can be 
in repelling the attacks of their drug 
enemies.

OBSTETRICS 
Suction Found Safer 
Than Forceps in Births 


> THE USE of forceps during delivery is 
being replaced in the United Srates and 
other countries by a safe vacuum extractor 
shaped like a plumber’s suction cup. 

Dr. Jean Ernest Paquin, chairman of the 
department of obstetrics and gynecology at 
Providence Hospital, Washington, D. С, 
told the National Medical Association meet- 
ing that the vacuum is a “godsend” in his 
opinion, It is used for a woman who can- 
not deliver normally because the baby’s 
head is too large. 

The undoubted safety to babies, whose 
heads have often been cut by forceps, has 
been demonstrated by 17 staff members at 
Providence who have delivered 441 infants 
safely in this way. Less than one percent 
of the mothers had lacerations as bad as 
those sometimes caused by forceps. 

Dr. James Brew, a coworker of Dr. 
Paquin, told Science Service he had de- 
livered 45 babies with the vacuum, without 
danger to mothers or babies.

Foxes Like Mice on Menu, 
Find Birds Less Tasty 


> THE WILY FOX, often blarned for 
losses of pheasants, eats far more mice than 
game birds, stomach examinations show. 

To get a better understanding of the 
eating habits of the fox, the Wisconsin 
Conservation Departrnent collected more 
than 2,000 fox stomachs from hunters and 
trappers during the winters of 1959 through 
1962. 

The contents of the stomachs showed 

that mice made up more than half of the 
fox diet in most winters. Cottontail rabbits, 
too, were a staple food item, with rabbit 
remains found in about one fox stomach 
out of three. 
‚ Upland game birds, such as pheasants, 
were an insignificant factor in the fox diet, 
the study showed, except during severe win- 
ters when snow was deep for long periods. 
Then pheasants made up some ten percent 
of the fox diet, because other live food 
was unavailable at times. 

The department said that some losses of 
game birds and animals to foxes could be 
avoided by providing a better distribution 
of winter food and cover for them on 
intensively farmed lands.

ABJ... August 15, 1964... The eerie obedience to command 
from FAA's controller of March AF Base in S. California by an 
unidentified aircraft brought death to three. 


It has been determined that the pilot confirming controller in- 
structions was outside the range of radar, and that another "un- 
identified radar object" obeyed the controller's commands. The 
plane, piloted by Rex. C. Corder, of Covina California, slammed 
into 11,500 f. Mt. San Giorgino. He was following orders to-fly 
at 7,200 feet. 

The “unidentified radar object which obeyed three previous 
commands, suddenly turned right, toward the west. The controller 
asked the west-moving target to make a 100° heading which it 
ignored. Corder obeyed it and destroyed himself and two passen- 
gers. 

Ontario Airport was told to watch for the “disobedient” radar 
target which was flying directly toward them.

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THIS WAS ECHO? 


The night before all the excitement of August 17, Mrs. Robert Smith 
of 830 Marshall Drive in Painesville related this story when inter- 
viewed. At around 10:00 P.M., she had put her son to bed. The 
room was dark. She looked out the back window and saw this 
thing coming from an azimuth reading of 305% (almost NW). 
She then went out into the yard to watch it, calling soon after to 
her husband and two sons. She said it passed under the last star 
of the handle of the Big Dipper. It proceeded toward them passing 
at an elevation of 60* or more east. When it was over them and 
a litle beyond, it turned to an almost E direction, (95” ). This 
object had a steady white color and was fairly large. She and her 
sons were interviewed.

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WAS IT VENUS? 


On the morning hours of August 17, several law enforcement 
officers as well as civilians of the lake-bordering counties, east of 
Cleveland, reported strange celestial phenomena. 

Radio-communications carried the word, and small aggrega- 
tions of officers gathered at different locations toobserve the strange 
light or lights in the eastern sky. 

A. E. Candusso, of FSIC, and Gary Davis, of MUS, of Me- 
dina, were on the scene the same night of the sightings (Monday, 
August 17). 

Ptl. George Miller of Mentor-on-Lake, and Ron Deitrick, guard 
at the Yacht Club docks showed us the viewing spot. А co-observer, 
(3 in all here) Councilman Robert Tailor, of Mentor-on-Lake was 
not present. 

The very brilliant, white object was scen in the eastern sky, it 
was the only bright object in the clear, crisp sky; the rest being 
ordinary stars. Тһе object seemed to dance in place, diminish in 
size and return to brilliance. At one time it disappeared completely 
for 5-10 minutes. They said the object remained stationary, or 
seemed to be a little higher and to the right. As the sun rose, the 
stars disappeared, but this object remained visible for sometime be- 
fore being overcome by the sun's light. | 

Summation: The time, direction, duration, description coin- 
cides with the rise of the planet Venus, which rises about 3 hours 
before the sun. The unusual effects — probably unusual atmospheric 
conditions.

Dep. Sheriff Michael Genco, of Lake County joined two other 
officers on the bridge spanning !.S. 90 and S.R. 306. The brilliant 
white light was as large as a cup (apparent size). It was just N 
of directly E, and hovering above the trees. It receded rapidly 
getting much smaller, then returning to its original brilliance. In 
this cycie of increase, it took on a half-halo on its N side, but be- 
came a full horizontal blue halo as it returned to its full size. The 
halo was close to the central object. On two occasions there seemed 
to be a red flame or flash coming out of the bottom right area. 
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Its elevation seemed to vary, and it bounced back and forth. His 
estimate of elevation was 10° -15°. It didn't seem to be far, and it 
was low, according to the witness. He observed from 4-4:30 A.M. 


Genco gave the position of Jupiter, when asked if he had seen 
the planet Venus. Only one object was seer by Genco. At one 
time he said the object in question was 3-4 times the brightness of 
the bright star. (He meant Jupiter. ) 

On LS. 90 and relocated S.R. 44, deputies Albert Schlagel 
and Sheldon Hope watched the object, later joined by Sgt. Minor. 
All are from Lake County's Sheriff's Department. 

Dep. Schlagel determined that the object was directly E (used 
compass). Personally, I think it must have been some sort of star 
or comet It was moving and was fairly low, but it wasn't an 
airplane because it stopped and just hovered at times. I didn't 
see any red flame," Dep. Schlagel said. (This quotation taken from 
The Telegraph, РаіпезуШе, Ohio.) Schlagel began his watch at 
approx. 5:00 А.М. 3 

Sgt. Minor joined Dep. Hope and Dep. Schlagel at 5:00 A.M. 
He said it was a very whitelarge baseball-sized object which danced 
from side to side. It would brighten each time it started moving. 
Later two star-like objects were seen moving from N-S. They first 
were seen N of the large object, movingslowly one above the other, 
the top one preceding and almost level with the main object. When 
the top (star-like) object was a short distance past the main object, 
а flame seemed to shoot out between them from the larger body. 


Afer this something else distracted him and Minor said he 
never saw that smaller object again. The other star-like object con- 
tinued south and disappeared іп the distance. Its passage took 
8-10 minutes. Dep. Hope saw only the lower object going N-S 
and agreed as to its duration of 8-10 min. 

Sgt. Minor mistook Jupiter for Venus, and said the object in 
the east was considerably larger than "Venus" which he said was 
very high in the sky. 

Dep. Sheldon F. Hope described the sidewise dance as being 
ümited to its own diameter. The object was extremely bright and 
white, and so large that you'd have to push it to get it in a bushel 
basxet," he said. Its altitude was about 4,000 feet. Its elevation, 
which didn't change, according to him, was 40-50 degrees. He 
started his watch at 4:30 and ended it at after 5:30 A.M. At one 
time the object seemed to increase to great proportions, many times 
its ordinary size. 

Then 5 ios spotted two faint white objects. One was mov- 
ing N-S, the other W-E. Both objects were at about the same angle 
of elevation, опе 35° E, the other 35° S. As tne N-S object was 
passing by the large, stationary object, a source of light was seen 
to grow at a place to the right and just below the main object. It 
increased smoothly and spread toward the main object. Its color 
was a dull yellow or dull reddish. 

Its duration was only a couple of seconds. The N-S objectə' 
continued into the S, and disappeared. The W-E object was seen 
only а short time. No one mentions seeing it disappear. 

Ohio State Patrolman Chaffin was party to this observation. 

Four meteors were seen during the observation: 3 moving 
generally N.S, the other low in the S, moving E-W. Sgt. Minor 
claims seeing two baseball-sized fireballs (white and no tail), one at 
1:30, the other at 4:30 in the A.M. The Perseids were most prom- 
inent on August 12th. 

Notes: Several citizens were alerted during this time. Chief Ludd 
(police) of Madison, and Constable Walsh saw Sgt. Minor's 4:30 
А.М. fireball also. 


A NIGHT WHEN EXCITEMENT REIGNED 


August 17, 1964... Larry Brownand Wayne Merrell, Patrol- 
men of Willoughby's police department probably started the rash 
of sightings later mistakenly centered on the planet, Venus. 

РІ. Brown told of the episode. At 3:30 А.М. they were pro- 
ceeding E on S.R. 84 between Kirtland and Daniels Park. "А 
bright glow was seen to our right at low altitude just over the tree 
tops." (This would be SE) They stopped thecar, the object seemed 
to be going E, away from them. They followed the reddish-orange 
glow to Kirtland Road, then on to S. К. 306. From Kirtland Road, 
which runs E there, the object was to the S. Travelling, S on S.R. 
306 the object was parallel to the highway, and to the right. The 
object stopped, hovered, then a flame or light fell out of it into the 
tree section along S.R. 306. They continued in pursuit S on S.R. 
306, then E on Eagle Mills Rd. to Booth Rd. At Booth Rd. they 
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got out of their car; there to the E was the orange object. Using 
the roof and top of a house as points of reference, they found that 
the object was moving steadily in a NE direction. 

They then went to S.R. 306 and LS. 90; the bridge there 
makes for good viewing. They couldn't locate the light anywhere. 
That ended the sighting for Pu. Brown and Merrell. Brown had 
called the Nike Site. The person answering said nothing was 
picked up on radar. 

The object was described as of small size, low altitude — and 
of unusual color. (reddish-orange) 

While on the bridge, Dep. Sheriff Michael Genco joined them. 
At 5:00 A. M. the planet Venus was seen to rise low on the horizon. 
Sgt. Turney of Willoughby came out, agreed that this was Venus. 

P. Brown and Merrell then did something that is very com- 
mendable. (from our point of view) 

` They went back to S.R. 84 where they had first spotted the 
UFO; they found nothing there resembling what they had seen. 
Even Venus was not visible. They also backtracked to Kirtland 
Rd. and S. К. 306. 

Nothing resembling the UFO was seen there, but Venus was 
— to their left or М, whereas previously it had been to their right 
or 5. 

Their call to their office wasn't made till 3:48 A. M., 18 minutes 
after first observing the object. 

On the same day Ptl. Merrell returned to where the UFO had 
dropped the flame or light. He found no burned spots or anything 
else of relevant value. 

This spot is on S.R. 84 near the residence at 38800. The 
flame dropped into the area directly totheright of the above named 
residence. 

The reddish-orange object seemed to be only 2 feet higher than 
the trees when the flaming object was dropped. 

O.S.P. Jack Robinson from the Chardon office was interviewed 
by WHLO's John O'Day. Between 4-5 A.M. a large white light 
like a satellite was seen moving around in irregular, circular mo- 
tion, sometimes stopping. 2 or 3 smaller white objects left the 
larger light at a rather fast rate of speed. He doubted Polaris 
explanation given him.

Mrs. J. Fejtek saw the object hanging motionlessly, practically 
over her back yard, where she was hanging her wash. After watch- 
ing the "beautiful object" for about a minute, she rushed into the 
house to get her son, Ronald. After one quick look, he returned 
for his spectacles. One more good look, and he was back in the 
bouse getting his polaroid camera. (J-66-10 sec.) (Time ascer- 
tained by T.V. program Ronald had been watching.) 

By this time, Mrs. Di Franco, who was also doing her wash, 
curiously joined the Fejteks. Ronald had three shots left in the 
film roll, and proceeded to take photograph No. 1. Even though 
һе was aiming in a NNW direction and at about 50 degrees 
elevation, the picture was completely over exposed. Pictures Nos. 
2 and 3 show a tiny speck in the sky. 

Ronald said that the object was at lowest aititude when he 
made his first attempt, and that the object gained altitude before 
he could take the next two “successful” photos. Mrs. Di Franco 
and Mrs. Fejtek both watched and verified the results of these 
attempts. Both were mystified by the size of the speck represent- 
img the object on the photo. Mrs. Fejtek said it was clear and 
defnite to the eye and gave the opinion that it should have come 
out better than it did. 


The descriptions of the object follow: 


Mrs. Di Franco said it was a thin disc whose color was a 
royal luminous, blue; its top was slightly upraised and tapered 
gradually toward the edges. This part was reddish-orange with 
& spike of the same color protruding from the top, and another 
shorter one from the bottom. If revolved, andchanges in color of 
the raised part were noted by her. Shesaid it appeared to become 
lighter in color at times. She compared its length to a quarter 
seen оп edge at arm's length. The elevation of the object varied 
from а iow of 30 degrees to a high of close to 60 degrees, as it 
moved about Afer watching for about 20 minutes, she returned 
to her chore of washing clothes. In all Mrs. Di Franco watched 
about 20 minutes, as she went in and out of her basement. (Mrs. 
Di Franco's mother who also saw it declared that it was an omen.) 


Joseph Seme, 15, who was on his bicycle also saw the object, 
but ais sighting of the stationary object !asted only five minutes. 
He was just north of this area, at most a quarter mile away, 
when he spotted the object. When rst seen, the object was at 
about 45 degrees elevation, and as he neared home on Thraves 
Road, it was at about 50 degrees, an increase of 5 degrees. 


The object was a medium red, and somewhat football-shaped. 

He was looking at the object which seemed tilted back away from 
him. and said it was slightly raised on top. The peculiarity noted 
۔‎ че was the two propeller-like parts spinning at either edge, 
red in color. He also saw an antenna, or like structure, 
procmuding above and below the main body of the object. His 
estimates of size varied from a penny to a half dollar at arm's 


Reuald Fejtek's description takes on a more "conventional 
saucer” form. The base was blue with a raised dome of reddish- 
orange. Protruding from above thedomeand below the blue base, 
was an "antenna-lixe projection" ofthesame reddish-orange color. 
This agrees with Mrs. Di Franco's "spikes." Itrevolved, hovered 
for as much as а minuteatonetime, and short intervals on other 
occasions. [t moved laterally 1-1/2 to 2 feet of sky as seen be- 
` tween two outstretched arms that far apart. Its vertical move 
ment was at most 8 inches. He took three photos, the first un- 
successful. 


As to its leaving the area, Ronald was the only one (known) 
who saw it p He said it rose vertically, levelled, and flew west- 
ward at high speed. Within 30-45 seconds he lost sight of it at 
about 20 degrees elevation in the western sky. He watched for 
34 minutes. 

Mrs. Fejtek, who saw it first, saw the "beautiful object" for 
about 20 of the 35 minutes the object was in sight. She had work 
to do, and assigned Ronald the task of keeping watch. 


At first it reminded her ot a toy spinniny top. but the raised 
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area above a thin rum was much lower. The raised drea was is

What drew her attention the most wastheflashing, alternating 
red and blue colors coming from the bottom. She said it had 
fan-like blades which were spinning slowly, the blades alternating 
in color. The “very beautiful' object was so luminous to her, 
that she wondered if it couldn't have been seen even in the dark, 
(others agree as to its luminosity). She saw no protruding parts 
and was undecided as to sound. 

The Fejteks and Di Francos agreed as to its striking appear- 
ance. These four agreed it revolved horizontally in relation to its 
vertical axis. Seme wasn't sure how it revolved, but it did revolve. 


No cables or string could be seen; even this possibility was 
explored. ... The brisk wind was from the north. 

Ronald tried to compare the object's altitude to that of a 
plane that flew over some minutes later. He estimated tha! the 
object was 1/3 higher than the multi-engined plane that he com- 
pared it to, when the object flew off Into the west.

Editor's Comment: 

Unless the object was very small, the photos show an object 
in excess of 500 feet. Many who have seen the photos agree. 
The angle of elevation (ZU degrees) at which it disappeared from 
sight, also seems to bear out that it was a small object, or one 
at high altitude. 

Further details: 

Mrs. Fejtek, Ronald Fejtek, and Joseph Seme estimated its 
altitude at about 500 feet. Mrs. Di Franco guessed it was as high 
as the altitude at which large planes pass over the area. (3.500) 

The rate of rotation for Mrs. Fejtek was once very 2 s.conds, 
{ог Ronald once every 2 seconds, Mrs. Di Franco once every 
J seconds, and Joseph Seme once every 3 seconds. 


Ronald Fejtek and Mrs. Di Franco heard а humming sound. 
'Like the hum of a T.V. or radio warming up," said Ronald. 


Mrs. J. Fejtek thought she might have heard a humming 
sound but wasn't sure. Joseph Seme heard no sound. 

. Ronald called the Cleveland Plain Dealer almost immediately 
after the end of the sighting. They ignored his story — told him 
to call Case's Observatory. А spokesman there told him it prob- 
ably was a weather balloon. 

ВШ Rice of the Cleveland Press, was kinder, and told him to 
bring his photos to him. He determined that the object was too 
minute for printing, but did publish a small article about the 
sighting.
